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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Claassen et 
al. Claassen et al in fig.l and in paragraph 3, page 23 disclose an EAM system that has two 
EAM coupled together to solve the broadening of the optical spectrum due to the chirping effect. 
The different type of biasing and an inherent natural difference between the two EAMs would 
produce different transition wavelengths for the two of them. The system does not necessarily 
show two different RF signals driving the EAMs, however, the Claassen et al's EAMs are being 
driven by a signal that is split, and a phase difference and change in bias is made to the second 
signal that is fed into the second EAM in order to help cancel the chirping effect, and therefore 
the type of RF signals used is a design choice that depends on circuit design and how accurately 
the phase difference needs to be controlled. The sign and magnitude of the phase modulation 
according to the length of the EAM is a design choice that one skilled in the art would known to 
do with reasonable amount of routine experimentation in order to optimize the system. The use 
of different types of EAMs such as MQWs or TW-EAMs are design choices that depend on how 
high a device extinction ratio is needed or whether there is a need for increasing the useful 
modulation bandwidth. 

3. It should be noted that the content of section [0024] of the specification in combination 
with claim 1 appears to above the prior art. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The reference Otani et al (6483624) in fig. 19 disclose two EAMs in tandem.
